HE third and last portion of Mr. Reginald Huth’s collection, 
58 which is now offered for sale, consists of Greek, Roman and 

Foreign Coins and Medals. Covering, as it does, the widest 
range, it has many fine series of various countries. 


There are a few good Greek and Roman Coins, principally of 
Queens and Empresses, whilst the Italian section (Lots 31-149) gives 
a good idea of the coinage of that country since 1600, and is rich in 
gold pieces. 

The same may be said of France, but it was the coinage of Spain 
(Lots 220-466) in which Mr. Huth was principally interested. 


The collection of this latter country is probably the largest that 
has been offered for sale here, and ranges from Celtiberian times to 


the present day. 


It includes specimens of the coins of the Visigoths and the Moors 
as well as of the Christian kings of Spain, pieces struck in Spanish 
America, and Proclamation and Commemorative Medals. Amongst these 
are fine gold pieces of Alfonso VIII and IX, Pedro the Cruel, and 
Ferdinand and Isabella, and four of the large silver Cinquetins of 
Philip IIT and IV. 


Of Portugal and her Colonies (Lots 467-550) there is a full 

series and the same may be said of the Medals of Queen Christina 
of Sweden (Lots 597-606). 

There is a remarkable selection of Russian gold and silver coins 
and also of those in platinum, of which latter there are no less than 
twenty-five (Lots 621-645); and of the coinages of Central and South 
America there are many scarce specimens. 

Mr. Huth also had struck for him Pattern Coins and Medals 
in the names of Queens Isabella II and Christina, and of Alfonso XIIT 
of Spain, of Queen Ranavolo III of Madagascar, and of the princesses 


of Hawaii. 
These are struck in various metals and have been illustrated in
